The previous year, 
the Texas total was twice that. 


Surrounding states have a 


spotty picture. New Mexico ap- 
parently does not know the joys 
or sorrows of moonshining or 
else the stills are well hidden in 
the hills. Louisiana revenuers 
government 
sei2ed only six stm 
while the 


total in Arkansas was 40 and 
Oklahoma 39. 


The Licensed Beverage In- 


dustries, Inc., booklet says 6.4 
per cent of the liquor drunk in 
America is moonshine, which if 
taxed would bring in $326 mil- 
lion. 


Meanwhile, the legitimate 


segment of the industry pays 
$5.1 
billion in taxes, which, 


says the beverage publication,- 
is second only to corporation 
and income taxes. 


What keeps the moonshiner 


in business when a drinker can 


buy all the legal liquor he 
wants? 
The economics of the thing 


are pretty clear. At a going 
rate of $8 a gallon, this mean.; 
the usual "fifth" of illegally 
made liquor costs $1.60. You'll 
pay a lot more than that for 
legitimate liquor, on which the 
tax is about $2.40 a fifth de- 
pending on where you buy it.
